A WEEKLY INDEX NUMBER OF WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics begins publication with this bulletin of a 
weekly series of wholesale price index numoers. The same 567 items and weighting system 
employed in constructing the Burcau’s monthly indexes have been used in calculating 


Weekly figures shown for 1934 on page.2. The wock to which these indexes apply ends on 
Friday. 


It is believed that the publication of a weekly index of wholesale prices will 
give a more accurate picture of price movements than the monthly index, which does not 
always show clearly the extent and duration of "short-rm’ fluctuations. The weekly 
series performs the additional service of making available a close range view of price 
mevements since it will bo issucd within four or five days after the close of the week 
to which latest calculations apply. 


Pour of the cight sub-indexcs, i.e., those for Wood and Its Products, Iron and 
Its Products, Non-Metallic Minerals and Their Products, and Chomicals and Allicd Products, 
are composed largely of itoms which do not fluctuate a great deal. For theso groups, 
weekly indexcs may seom winecessary, They have beom treatod in the samo fashion as the 
others, however, in order to make the weekly index as accurate as possible. The remaining 
four groups composed largely of commodities whose prices are active, i.sce, Vegetable 
Products, Animals and Thoir Products, Textiles and Toxtilo Products, and Non~Ferrous 
Metals and Their Products, have a combined weight of 61 as compared with 39 for the four 
less active groups. 


Prices for the weekly index are obtained as follows: 


1. For commodities traded on organized exchanges, weekly averages of daily 
spot closing guotations are made. 


eo Prices for other commodities subject tasfrequent changes are reported 
by representative firms each weck, 


53. Prices for less active commodities are reported by representative 
firms as changes occur. 


NOTE ON WEIGHTING Systm 


Amounts exchanged during the base year (production plus imports) form the basis 
of the Bureau's wholesale price index weights. 
| Individual price series are weighted by amoumts representative of physical 
quantities exchanged, 


Sub-group indexes are weighted by percentage figures indicative of the base year 
value of all commodities which may be properly included in that sub-group. This gives 
sub-groups a more accurate weight than would be obtained by commodity weights only, since 
it tends to offsct.any inegualitics due to incomplete sampling. 
| Group indexes are weighted to form a final wholesale price index in the same 
manner as is employed in combining sub-group indexes.

| The general movement in wholesale prices was upward from the beginning of the 
year wntil March 2, during which time the index mounted from 69.9 to 72ec. It then fell 
steadily for nine weeks with the index for May 4 being 70.6. Lead by a sharp increase in 
\grain prices the index again moved upward to 71.1 for the wock ending May 11, For the 
first four months of the ycar animal product prices oxcrtcd a dominant influence upon the 
Beneral wholesale index, Animal Froducts mounted from 64.9 on January 5 to Tle? on 
March 2, and then dropped to 65,3 on May 1i. Vegetable Products and Textiles both rose 
Steadily util the middle of March, and then turned gradually dowmward. Their decline 
‘continued wtil the week of May 11, whom both groups advanced. Movements for other 
groups since the beginning of tho ycar wore of small proportions.

Their Products were unchanged at 73.6, 87ol, and 85.9 respectively. Chiefly because of 
lower prices for spruce scantling, Wood, Wood Products and Faper moved down from 65.9 to 
65.8. Non-Ferrous Motals and Their Products declined from 6321 to 62.8, owing principally 
to easier prices for copper, silver and zinc. Chomicals and Allied Products changed from 
82.0 to 8109 due largely to reductions in the price of gray acetate of lime. 


Canadian Farm Products were 60.5 for the week ended July 27 as compared with 
60.9 for the previous week. Slightly higher prices for grains were insufficient to 
offset lower quotations for hay, straw and yotatoes,and the index for the field products 
group moved down from 5901 to 58.9. Reduced prices for livestock and eggs were chiefly

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics index number of wholesale prices on the 
base 19268100, rose from 72.2 for the week ended July 27 to 72.4 for the week ended 
August 3. The chief price changes recorded were gains for grains, milled products 
other than flour, hides, raw cotton and silver, and losses for livestock, fresh and 
cured meats, raw wool, tin, and copper. 


Vegetable Products advanced from 69.2 to 70.0 due principally to higher prices 
for grains, bran, shorts, hay, and potatoes, Animals and Their Products fell from 65.8 
to 65.7, reductions for livestock and fresh and cured meats influencing the index more tha: 
higher quotations for eggs, hides and butter, Fibres, Textiles and Textile Products, 
Wood, Wood Products and Paper, Iron and Its Products and Chemicals and Allied Products 
were unchanged at 73,4, 65.8, S7o1 and 81,4 respectively. Reduced quotations for copper 
and tin were sufficient to cause the index for the Non-Terrous Metals and Their Products 
to move down from 62.8 to 6267 despite a minor advance in the price of silver. Non- 
Metallic Minerals and Their Products were fractionally lower at 85.8 as against 85.9 
in the previous week owing to easier quotations for sulphur. 


Canadian Farm Products rose from 60.5 for the week of July 27 to 61.4 in the 
following week. Field Products advanced from 58.9 to 60.6 with all grains averaging 
higher while animal products dropped from 63.2 to 62.8 for these same periods. In the 
latter case losses for livestock and raw wool were more than sufficient to offset gains 
for eggs.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics index number of wholesale prices on the 
base 1926~100, continued to rise from 72.5 for the week ended Aveust 3 to 73.0 for the 
week of August 10, This was the highest level the index has reached since prices began 
to recover in March 1933. It is approximately upon a par with levels during the spring 
months, of 1931. Advances in grain prices were largely responsible for the increase, 
although calves, raw silk and silver also were firmer. Raw sugar, steers, hogs, hay, 
steel plates, and copper averaged lower than in the preceding week. 


Vegetable Products advanced from 70.0 to 71.9 due chiefly to higher prices 
for all grains, flour, and raw rubber, while raw sugar and hay moved downward. Animals 
and Their Products declined from 66,2 to 65.7, because of reductions for steers, hogs, 
and butter which were of more Consequence than gains for calves, lambs, and ham. 
Textiles advanced fractionally from 73.4 to 73.5, influenced by higher raw silk quo- 
| tations. Wood Products, Iron Products, Non-Metallic Minerals, and Chemicals were un-

Vegetable Products dropped from 719 to (02.0 chiefly because of casicr 
quobations for grains, flour and millcd products, sugar and fresh vegetables, Animal 
Products rose from 64.7 to 65.2, with highes prices obtaining for livestock, eggs, hides 
and fresh meats. Fibres, Textiles and Textile Products moved dow from 74.0 to 738 
due principally to reduced prices for raw silk, worsted cloth yarns, and woollen cloth. 
Wood, Wood Products ana Paper changed fractionally from 65.8 to 6567 with quotations for 
wood pulp slightly lower. Reductions in the prices of scrap lron were chiefly respon- 
sible for the change in the index of Iron and Its Products from Sfel to 87.0. Non- 
Ferrous Metals and Their Products advanced from 62,9 to 63.1, gains for Silver, tin 
and zinc outweighing losses for copper. Non~Metallic Minerals and Their Products and 
Chemicals and Allied Products were unchanged at 86,0 and $1.8 respectively. 


Canadian Farm Products declined from 63.5 to 61.7. Lower grain prices 
Were mainly accountable for the drop in the index for ficld procucts from 64.2 to 60.5 
while higher quotations for livestock caused the index for the mnimal sub-group to 
Move up from 62,4 to 63.6.

Animal Products were 
mcehanged at 65.2, advances for meats and hogs being offset by decréases for other live- 
stock. Textiles fell from 73.6 to 7345 due to lower quotations for raw silk and raw

General Wholesale Price Lags 


{ The Bureau's genera] wholesale price index lagged behind import and export 
lesale price indexes from 1913 to 1920 when prices were rising and again from 1929 to 
j1 inclusive when prices were falling. The decline in 1921-22 was so precipitate that 
| similar tendency could be detected at that time. These lags may have been due simply 
| differences inherent in the indexes which have been constructed to measure group price 
yels. It is a possibility, for example, that manufactured materials have been more 
quately sampled in the general index of commodities than in those for imports and 
jorts, although this seems improbable. Sub-group and group weights in addition to 
ilividual commodity weights make it unlikely, and as will be shown later, the price 
iles for indexes were carefully chosen. A second possibility offering a wide field of 
‘festigation is that domestic price influences which characteristically resist change in 
ther direction, have retarded the general movement of commodity prices during both 
‘iods. Unfortunately it is extremely difficult to determine what prices are governed 
marily by domestic influences. 


Price structures form composite units of which each individual item is 
integral part. The inter-relation of price forming influences makes impossible the 
fregation into air tight compartments of commodity groups whose prices are absolutely 
vermined by amy given set of factors, and in this sense, there are no purely domestic 
ces. There is nevertheless a considerable number of commodities either too bulky or 

) perishable to enter extensively into international trade, e.g., certain fresh fruits, 
ad and gravel, building stone, etc. Their markets are sometimes more Jocal than national 
Jcharacter, but they do not frequently cross internationak boundaries.

Thexe indexes have been calculated using the year 1926 as the base 
riod, The weights for individual commodities, as well as group and sub-group weights, 
Wve been Computed from averages of the value of imports and exports in the six year 
Iriod 1926-1931. Continuous shifts in the relative importance of individual items 
‘om year to year made this seem advisable. In order to secure an adequate sample, all 
loms in trade returns, the total declared val ue of which averaged $500,000 or over, 
iring the period 1926-1931, were at first considered. In occasional instances price 
ries were not available to represent these groups, but it is safe to say that no com 
lities of major importance have been excluded. By actual test it was found that 
ice series in the index covered over &3 pece of the value of exports and 35 pec. of 
ports in the years 1926-1931. The greater diversity of imports made it impossible to 
tain as complete a coverage as for exports.

| In contrast to the more pronounced fluctuations of the Textile group, Iron 
| Products showed but small variations. Beginning at 86.8, it gradually worked through 
the twelve months to finish at 87.2 for a gain of 0.1. Although there was small 
change in price levels, the production of steel in Canada for the year 1935 increased 
| appreciably over that of 1934. Pig iron ana ferroalloys made a gain of 51 p.c. 
while primary steel was up 23 p.c. Woad was also one of the more stable commodities, 
wheat suffered no violent fluctuations during the year. For the first six months 
business was quiet and the index of prices eased downward from 64.7 to a low of 63.9. 
in June and July, lumber strikes in the western United States diverted some business 
to British Columbia mills, and the index rose to 6.2. Improved domestic demnd and 
an increase of approximately 50 p.c. in foreign shipments were reported during September 
while for the remaining months a good output at firm prices was maintained. The index 
moved to a high for the year of 65.5 on December 20. 


Considerable activity was show by Non-Ferrous Metais. In the first two 
months the index dropped gradually, from 64.1 to 63.7. On March 8 an international 
conference of copper producers met in New York and production and marketing agreements 
resulted. A steady increase in the price of copper carried quotations from 6.724¢ on 

March to 8.50¢ per pound, c.i.f. European ports on May 27. Subsequent to this date, 
when a decision of the United States Supreme Court invalidated an industrial code 
affecting copper producers, heavy speculative selling was reported.from European centres 
and the index dropped from 71.9 at the end of May to 68.2 on June 28. Later, prices 
rose steadily, supported by European demand and increased war tenSion. The index 
touched a high for the year of 74.5 in October but was Slightly easier during the next 
two months. In December a sharp drop in the Non-Ferrous group occurred, owing to weak- 
ness in silver, tin and copper,and the index fell to 69.4. Movements of silver prices 
Were dominated by the policy of the United States Treasury, and that metal was the most 
outstanding performer in the Non-Ferrous group. Keen speculative demand ran the price 
up from 54¢ an ounce in February to 8l¢ an ounce in the latter part of April, but the 
failure of the United States to advance its purchase price beyond 77.7¢ an ounce for 
newly mined metal brought about a reaction and quotations gradually declined. Curtailment 
of support by the Treasury in the second week of December disorganized the London market 
sufficiently to necessitate a temporary suspension and outside quotations fell away 
sharply. The price for silver dropped from 65 3/8 cents to 4gs cents per ounce between 
‘November 29 and December 27. 


Non-Metallic Minerals showed slight variation during the year. Firmess was 
in evidence during the first two months when the index rose from 86.1 to 86.4 but this 
Was followed by a slightly downward tendency due in part to the seasonal reductions in 

coal prices. In July, price cutting in gasoline broke out in Montreal, and the index 
at to a low for the year of 84.6. There followed a gradual rise to finish December 
at 85.4. 


Chemicals commencing the year at 80.6 were very quiet during the first eight 
Months, but in September a sharp reduction in the price of prepared paints depressed 
the index 2,6 points. During the remaining months few changes occurred, and the index 
Tested at 77.5 as the year closed. 


The index for Farm Products fluctuated in close sympathy with Vegetable Pro- 
Qucts during the first eight months but in September a sharp upturn took place, as

Commodity prices have turned weaker again, and the Dominion Bureau of 
‘Statistics index number of wholesale prices on the base 1926-100. declined from S467 
for the week ending October 22 to g4.4 for the week of October 29. None of the cight 
main groups moved higher but recessions occurred in Vegetable Products, Animals, 
Textiles, Non-Ferrous Metals and Non-Metallic Minerals. Of the very few commodities 
to show increases, butter, eggs and cheese were the most outstanding, while easier 
tendencies were noted in grains, livestock, raw cotton, copper and gasoline.

Raw rubber touched 32.5, the lowest point since the early part of February, 
1936, and raw sugar, potatoes, and fresh fruits were depressed also, Weakness in 
imal Products continued and the index dipped from 80.9 to 80,6. Hides, butter, 
cheese and eggs advanced while lower prices obtained for fish, livestock, lard and 
tesh and cured meats. Prices for livestock failed to hold in United States markets 
and the resultant declines in exports offset smaller receipts at the stock-yards and 
reduced the price index for this group from 88.4 to 80e/, the lowest in the past eight 
months. Textiles eased from 70.6 to 70.5 as raw cotton and raw wool weakened still 
further. The index for raw wool has shown a Sharp decrease in the past three months, 
falling from 98.0 to 74.3.
